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(5) to (14) of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person : 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with a person having a spouse 
living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with any 
person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that puch marriage is permissible under 
the personal law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and that there are other 


grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation to this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necesssary or expe¬ 
dient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing and in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, relax any of 
the provisions of these rulqs with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules jshall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age-limit and other con¬ 
cessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate¬ 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S.R. 207.—The following draft of certain regulations further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, 
which the Central Boilers'Board proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Indjan 
Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923), is hereby published, as required by sub-section (1) of section 31 of the said Act, for the 
information of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given, that the said draft, will be taken 
into consideration after the expiry of a period of forty-five days from the date the Gazette containing the publication 
of tjiis notification is made available to the public. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft within 
the period so specked will be considered by the Central Boilers Board. 

3. Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed to the Secretary, Central Boilers Board, Ministry of 
Industry (Department of Industrial Development), Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi-110011, 


DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. These regulations may be called the Indian Boiler (Third Amendment) Regulations, 1999. 

2. Tn the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, for regulations 57, 58, 59, 60, 61, 62, 63 and 63A, the following 
egulations shall be substituted, namely:— 

“57. General.—(a) These regulations cover electrically welded tubes made of steel and intended for, boiler, 
superheater and heat exchanger. 

(b) Tbe welded tubes conforming to other national or international standard which are known to be com¬ 
monly used as being suitable for use as boiler, superheater and heat exchange tubes can also be used with the 
designation of the national or international standard, provided such materials are not specially prohibited by the 
regulations. 

58. Material,—(a) Tubes shall be manufactured from steel produced by an open hearth, or electric process 
or any of the oxygen processes. 


(b) Manufacture—The tube shall be made by electric resistance welding and heat treated as per the table given 
below. In case of cold finished tubes tbe heat treatment shall .be done after the final cold finishing process.

G.S.R. 209. —la exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of .Stenographer Grade II in the 
Programme Evaluation Organisation of the Planning Commission, namely: - 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These rules may be called the Programme Evaluation Organisation 
Planning Commission (Non-Secretariat Stenogiapher Grade II) Recruitment Rules. 1999. 

(2) They shall come into Ibrco on 1 lie date of their publication in the Official GuzctLe, 

2. Number of posts, Classification and Scale of pay—The number of the said post, its classification and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, other qualifications, etc.—The method of recruitment to the said post 
age limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification—No person,- 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post; 
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Provided that the Central Government may. if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal 

law applicable to such person and the other party to the mairiagc and that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax—"Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 

it may, by orders, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any 

class or category of persons. 

6. Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions re¬ 
quired to be provided for the. Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Servicemen and other special categories 
of persons in accoidunce with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
